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School Board Hires 
Teachers For 1971-72 


Board Confronted 
By Protesters At 
Wednesday’s Meet 

The Morgan County Board 
of Education was confronted 
by protesting groups of high 
school afihlctes and patrons 
when it met Wednesday night 
of last week to employ teac¬ 
hers for the 1971-72 school 
year, and the proceedings 
were taped for radio rc-broad- 
cast a number of times la^cr. 

The board, upon recommen¬ 
dation by Supt. Walton Jones, 
employed teachers for the 
coming year, then remained 
in session Wliile protests were 
heard from the basketball boys 
end their spokesmen, Dr. C. 
C. Smith and Ken Blanton, 
and from a group of patrons 
represented by E. V. Tycd- 
way. 

The protests were voiced be¬ 
cause the board did not re¬ 
assign Kenneth Coldinsworth as 
baketball coach, though it 
hired him on the school staff, 
and because Richard Jett was 
ijot re-employed as high 
school principal at West Li¬ 
berty. (Jett offered his re¬ 
signation at the meeting, and 
it was made known he had 
been employed by the Wolfe 
County Board of Education as 
principal of Wolfe County 
High.) 

Supt. Jones explained that 
Collinswordh had been re- 
employed and would serve in 
the Title I program to help 
direct school athletics com¬ 
mencing this summer. 

The basketball players had 
confronted the board at an 
earlier meeting with a peti¬ 
tion signed by members of the 
basketball team and other stu¬ 
dents demanding that Collins, 
worth be re-employed as bas¬ 
ketball coach, and stating their 
intent not to participate in 
basketball under another coach. 
Spokesmen for the basketba.l 
team were Eddie Cottle, Clif- 
fie Smith, and Mike Blanton, 
and Mr. Kenneth Blanton and 
Dr. C. C. Smith. 

The meeting also was taped 
for radio and re-broadcast 
later. 

At Wednesday’s meeting, 
the board approved without a 
dissenting vote the hiring of 
teachers as recommended by 
Supt. Jones, and the group 
again protested and repeatedly 
sought explanations from each 
member.

To facilitate sign-up procedur¬ 
es, the blood bank committee,

Each member is required to 
donate one pint of blood once 
every four years. That is all.

For every member signed, 
four other persons, either fam¬ 
ily members or other designated 
persons, arc automatically en¬ 
titled to blood in case of need. [

MONITOR HEADS 
TO LOCATE 2ND 
WELL IN MORGAN 


Donald Silberman of New 
York, president of Monitor 
Petroleum Corp., and Parker 
Coates, vice-president, are in 
Kentucky this week to attend 
the annual meeting of the Ken¬ 
tucky Oil and Gas Association 
in Lexington on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday. 

And while here they will 
decide where and when to 
rlrill Monitor's second deep 
well in eastern Morgan coun. 

ty. 

Monitor had planned to drill 
its second well on Fyffe Bran¬ 
ch, about a mile southwest of 
its deep-test on Doc Ison Creek 
near Moon. But this site may 
not have enough level ground 
for a settling basin. Thus a 
new location is planned. The 

well will be drilled for pro¬ 

duction to a depth of about 
5,000 feet. 

Monitor drilled its Moon 
well to the granite at 10,016 
feet, and fractured the Ro 3 e 

Run section of the Knox at 

5,000 feet. The well “came in 
big” with both oil and g»\ 
but has now settled down to 
about 25 barrels of oil per 
day. 

Meanwhile, Monitor is build¬ 
ing a life-mile pipeline in Law¬ 
rence county to tap a well 
on the Fyffe lease on Brushev 
which it re-opened and drilled 
deeper a few weeks ago.

JUDGE GARDNER 
GETS APPEALS 
COURT POSITION 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — Circuit 
Judge W. Major Gardner, West 
Liberty, who for eight years 
has been circuit judge of the 
Morgan - Elliott - Carter judic¬ 
ial district, has been appointed 
commissioner of the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals. 

The announcement, along 
with other personnel changes in 
the Court of Appeals, was an 
nounced by the high court June 
3. 

Judge Gardner will replace 
Commissioner Watson Clay, who 
has filled that role with the 
Appellate Court for 24 years. 
Clay has resigned, effective 
Sept. 20. 

Also, Howard E. Trent, Jr., 
deputy attorney general, will 
become administrative officer 
of the Court of Appeals Nov. 
30 when Astor Hogg, a former 
appellate judge, retires from 
that position. 

Gov. Louie B. Nunn will name 
a circuit judge to replace Judge 
Gardner when the latter leaves 
his present position. Judge 
Gardner is a Democrat. 

Gardners To Move 

Judge Gardner, it is under¬ 
stood, will move from Wes* 
Liberty to Frankfort, or near-' 
by, late this summer. He will 
assume his new post in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Judge Gardner was first el¬ 
ected to the circuit judgeship 
in 1961, and re-elected in 1969. 
Six years of his term remains, 
and Gov. Nunn will appoint a 
judge to serve until the next 
election. Then a successor will 
be elected. 

Considerable speculation al 
ready is heard as to whom the 
Governor will appoint to suc¬ 
ceed Judge Gardner in the Mor- 
gan-Elliott-Carter district.

Conway, in West Li¬ 
berty Tuesday aind Wednesday 
to launch a nation-wide fund¬ 
raising drive to finance the 
undertaking, announced tho 
formation of a religious, non¬ 
profit corporation to raise tho 
funds and oversee the camp. 

Known as Geraldine Cor- 
way and Associates, tire 
foundation’s fund-raising ef¬ 
forts are headed by Mrs. Aud. 
rev Craft of Portsmouth, Ohio, 
who accompanied Mrs. Conway 
to West Liberty. 

Included on the advisory 
board is Col. Harlan Sanders 
of Shelbyville, originator of tho 
recipe for the famous Ken¬ 
tucky Fried Chicken, and who 
later served as publicity chief 
for the successful Kentucky 
Fried Chicken chain. 

Mfs. Conway said television 
personality Art Linklettcr. 
whose daughter committed 
suicide after becoming addict¬ 
ed to drugs, has expressed an 
interest in the project and 
may become a member of the 
board. 

DONATE LAND 

Local members of the ad¬ 
visory board arc Mrs C. K. 
Stacy and Mr. A. J. Herald 
of West Liberty. 

The retreat camp will be 
located on 150 acres of land 
on Ditony near the Morgaji- 
Magoffin county line which 
was donated to the foundation 
by Mrs. Stacy and Mr, and 
Mrs. Herald.

She said seminars, 
discussions, and training ses¬ 
sions planned in the program 
should draw many distinguish¬ 
ed doctors, psychologists, pro. 
fessors. and religious leaders 
to the camp. 

FUND DRIVE EXPLAINED 

Speaking of tho fund-raising 
drive, which will be conducted 
on a nation-wide scale, Mrs. 
Craft explained: “We want to 
launch it in West Liberty 
where Geraldine’s ministry 
began and where the camp 
will be located.” 

We’re not asking for dona, 
lions, but loans,” Mrs. Craft 
said. “We’re asking five-year 
pledges of loans, in multiples 
of $ 1 , 000 .”

Census Bureau To 
Conduct Survey In 
Area Next Week 


A sample of households in 
this area will be included in a 
nationwide survey of employ¬ 
ment and unemployment to be 
conducted the week of June 14 
by the Bureau of the Census, 
U. S. Department of Commerce, 
according to Joseph R. Nor¬ 
wood, Director of the Bureau's 
regional office in Charlotte. 

The monthly survey is con¬ 
ducted by the Bureau of the 
Census for the U.S. Department 
of Labor, and the information 
is used to calculate the number 
of persons with jobs, the num¬ 
ber looking for jobs, and the 
monthly percentage of unem¬ 
ployment, which is regarded as 
one of the most important 
measures of the Nation’s econ¬ 
omic health. In April, for exam¬ 
ple, the survey indicated that 
78.2 million persons were em¬ 
ployed and 4.7 million unem¬ 
ployed. The seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate was 6.1 per¬ 
cent as compared with 6.0 per¬ 
cent in March. 

The June survey will include, 
also, queries on marital status, 
the number of children in fam¬ 
ilies and the number families 
expect to have. Answers to 
these questions are used to 
guide demographers in making 
projections of birth rates and 
family composition. 

Individual family information 
is kept strictly confidential and 
is used for statistical purposes 
only.
